Churchman.  I  think,  in  our  I.ord’s  practice. 
When  he  first  sent  out  the  twelve  under  the 
name  of  Apostles,  the  extent  of  their  coinmis* 
sion  seems  to  have  been  no  greater  than  that  of 
the  seventy  sent  at  another  time.  Sec  .Matt.  x. 
and  Luke  x.  It  may  not  be  amiss  to  remark, 
that  the  designation  .Apostle,  means  literally, 
me  sent,  or  a  missionary.  In  that  sense,  all 
the  ministers  of  Christ  are  Apostles,  because 
they  are  sent  by  the  Church  to  preach  and  bu|i- 
tize.  Yet  still,  it  is  the  appropriate  name  of  a 
particular  otfice,  a-s  is  evident  from  the  language 
of  St.  Paul :  ”  Are  all  Apostles  .”  ”  Those 

which  were  Apostles  before  me.”  None  in  the 
New  Testament  are  called  by  that  title  but  the 
Apostolic  order.  In  both  the  cases  aliove  re¬ 
ferred  to,  the  disciples  were  commanded  to 
preach  the  gospel  of  the  kingdom,  and  to  exhi¬ 
bit  miraculous  proofs  of  their  mission.  Let  us 
regard  this  first  sending  of  the  A|>ostles  as  an 
ordination  to  the  rank,  or  power,  of  the  deacon- 
ship  ;  which  includes  the  power  to  preach  and 
baptize — "though  Jesus  baptized  not,  but  hi? 
ditciplea.”  You  know  with  us  the  deacons 
preach  and  baptize,  after  the  example  of  Ste¬ 
phen  and  Philip;  but  do  not  administer  the 
holy  Eucharist.  It  does  not  appear  that  the 
twelve  had  power  to  do  this,  till,  at  the  last 
supper,  Jesus  invested  them  with  it  in  these 
words;  Do  this  in  remembrance  of  me.”  1a-i 
us  regard  this  as  the  admission  to  the  exercise 
cf  the  office  of  a  presbyter,  or  pastor,  who,  now 
that  he  can  administer  both  the  sacraments,  is 
fully  by  his  office  prepared  to  feecl  the  flock  over 
which  he  presides,  in  subordination  to  the  Bish¬ 
op.  But  what  was  there  yet  wanting  to  the 
perfection  of  the  clerical  character  in  the  .Apos¬ 
tles?  The  power  to  plant  new  Christian 
societies,  the  power  of  oidination,  and  the  pow¬ 
er  to  govern  the  Church  as  a  body  politick, 
u  the  kingdom  of  Christ,  which  they  did  not 
receive  till  after  the  resurrection,  nor  exercise 
till  after  the  ascension/  Between  these  two 
great  events,  he  shewed  himself  to  them  by 
many  infallible  proofs,  being  seen  of  them  for¬ 
ty  days,  and  speaking  to  them  of  the  things  per¬ 
taining  to  the  kingdom  of  God.  The  notion  of 
a  kingdom  includes  under  it  the  idea  of  state 
polity.  But  what  the  particular  items  of  these 
”  things”  were,  we  no  where  find  recorded. 
It  is  true,  the  sum  of  them  appears  in  these 
words  ;  ”  As  my  Father  hath  sent  me,  even  so 
send  I  you  "  All  poaver  is  given  unto  me  in 
heaven  and  in  earth  :  Go  ye  therefore  and  dis¬ 
ciple  all  nations,  baptizing  them  in  the  name  of 
the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy 
Ghost:  teaching  them  to  observe  all  things 
whatsoever  I  have  commanded  you  :  and  lo,  I 
am  with  you  always,  even  unto  the  end  of  the 
world.”  This  determines  the  extent,  and  the 
duration  of  the  clerical  commission  in  its  high- 
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est  grade.  But  yet  we  ate  to  walch  for  the  de¬ 
tail  “  of  the  things  |)ertainHig  to  the  kingdom,” 
not  so  much  in  the  statistical  arcount  of  them 
4o  1)6  found  in  the  .New  i'estament,  (which  com¬ 
ported  not  wiih  the  brevity  ol  the  sucred  histo¬ 
ry)  as  in  the  practice  oj  the  Chunk  as  the  king¬ 
dom  of  Christ.  Thin  practice  is  only  so  far  de¬ 
tailed  as  to  give  a  gencial,  though  distinct,  out¬ 
line  ot  the  con>litutioii  nl the  Ktngdom  :  and  if 
any  thing  were  wanting  to  make  the  account 
more  intelligible  in  minutia;,  the  subsequent 
practice  of  the  kingdom  was  amply  competent 
on  that  head.  Why  not?  T'he  was  ”  the  pil¬ 
lar  and  ground  of  the  truth and  can  we  not 
receive  her  testimony  in  the  first  and  purest 
ages  ? 

It  is  oliservable,  that  the  first  sending  out  of 
the  .\[)ostles  to  preach,  is  entirely  wanting  in 
that  fulness  of  |Miwer  conveyed  in  the  compre¬ 
hensive  words  of  the  commission  just  named. 
There  was  a.s  yet  but  one  Christian  society, 
planted  and  governed  by  Jc.-us  in  person.  But 
It  was  a  uur.sery  of  planters  and  governors, — ol 
generals  and  statesmen  hi  the  kingdom  of 
Const — and  from  it  went  forth  the  mighty  con¬ 
querors  of  the  vast  empire  of  the  prince  of  dark¬ 
ness.  They  not  only  preached  and  baptized, 
but  planted  churches,  orilained  them  Ehlets  iti 
every  city,  and  set  chief  men  to  rule  in  the 
conquered  provinces,  as  is  clearly  exemplifietl 
ill  the  instances  of  Timothy  and  Titus. — But 
the  case  of  Paul  is  peculiar.  He  was  made  an 
.A [Visile  at  one  step  ;  i.  e  nut  of  the  condition 
of  a  layman,  he  was  at  once  raised  to  the  Apos- 
to'ic  dignity  :  which  example  seems  to  have 
l)een  followed  by  the  Church  of  England,  when, 
out  of  a  Scotch  Presbyter,  Leighton,  if  I  mis¬ 
take  not,  was  made  a  Bishop.  This  the  Pres¬ 
byterians  have  claimed,  as  an  acknowledgment 
of  the  Church  to  the  validity  of  Presbyterian  or¬ 
dination  ;  notwithstanding  it  was  stated  at  the 
time,  that  it  was  not  considered  as  at  all  neces¬ 
sary  fur  a  man  to  pass  through  the  lower  grades 
of  the  ministry  in  order  to  be  admitted  to  the 
higher.  Yet  we  must  believe,  that,  as  a  gene¬ 
ral  rule,  the  lower  grades  ought  to  be  stepping 
stones  to  the  higher,  on  the  principle  of  progres¬ 
sive  education  and  preparation  for  the  due  dis¬ 
charge  of  the  more  important  duties.  This 
principle  is  invariably  acted  u|K>n  in  this  man¬ 
ner  in  all  the  arts,  occupations,  sciences,  and 
professions  of  human  life ;  and  I  cannot  but 
think  it  jieciiliarly  appropriate  in  the  Church  of 
Christ,  and  by  him  especially  designed,  as  re¬ 
gards  one  grand  feature  of  its  adaptation  to  the 
condition  of  man  as  a  social  being,  a  being  made 
for  advances  in  knowledge  and  virtue,  and  for 
order  and  subordination  in  the  various  relations 
by  which  he  is  held  in  his  own  appropriate 
sphere.  But  where  do  you  find  this  principle 
even  distinctly  recognized,  except  in  the  Epis¬ 
copal  Church  ? 

Dis.  But  where  does  the  Scripture  inform  us 
that  the  Apostles  ever  sat  down  to  an  Episcopal 
charge  ? 

Ch.  Ancient  history  informs  us  that  St. 
James  was  elected  by  the  Apostles  first  Bishop 
of  Jerusalem,  and  piesident  of  the  Apostolic 
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college  there.  This,  barely  asserted  by  the 
Apostolic  Fathers,  deserves  consideration  :  but 
compared  with  the  following  texts  of  Scripture, 
it  almost  amounts  to  a  palpable  demonstration. 
.Acts  xii.  17  :  Peter,  delivered  by  the  .Angel, 
says  ;  ”  Go  shew  these  things  to  James  and  the 
brethren.” — xv.  13 ;  James  deliveied  the  defini¬ 
tive  sentence  concerning  the  Gentile  converts. 
—  Gal.  i.  ID:  "Other  of  the  Apostles  saw  I 
none,  save  James,  the  Lord's  brother.”— ii.  12: 
"  For  before  that  certain  came  /rorn  James,  he 
(Peter)  did  eat  with  the  gentiles” — Acts  xxi. 
17,  1^;  "  .And  when  we  were  come  to  Jerusa¬ 
lem,  the  brethren  received  us  gladly.  And  the 
(lay  following,  Paul  teent  in  with  us  unto  James, 
and  all  the  elders  were  present." — Now,  why  is 
James,  and  he  only,  mentioned  in  this  peculiar 
manner?  Why  did  Paul  go  in  with  his  com¬ 
pany  unto  James  rather  than  any  one  else,  if 
James  was  not  what  tradition  makes  him,  the 
Bishop  of  the  mother  Church,  and  President  of 
the  .Apostolic  college  there,  which,  till  the  Ro¬ 
man  invasion,  continued  to  be  the  head  quarters 
of  ('hri.stianity  ?  What  are  we  to  understand 
by  the  Presbyters  all  being  present  with  James, 
unless  that,  as  the  fathers  tell  us,  every  Bishop 
had  his  Presbyters,  who  performed  their  duties 
under  his  direction  and  superintendence?  If 
James,  as  a  Church  officer,  to  use  .Mr.  Buck’s 
language,  was  nothing  more  than  a  Presbyter 
or  Elder,  what  had  he  lo  do  with  a  body  of  Pres¬ 
byters  about  him  ?  As  a  church  officer,  he 
could  only  have  been  their  e<]ual,  and  had  no 
right  to  any  kind  of  preeminence.  Why  then 
does  not  Luke  rather  tell  us  that  Paul  went  in 
unto  the  Presbytery,  and  that  James  was  pre¬ 
sent  ?  Here  was  the  fairest  opportunity  for 
displaying  the  supremacy  of  the  Presbytery  af¬ 
forded  in  the  whole  New  Testament ;  and  this 
is  the  identic^al  spot  where  the  eye  of  a  judi¬ 
cious  observer  would  diiect  him  to  look  for  it. 
You  cannot  desire  one  more  in  point.  Hut  so 
far  is  it  from  speaking  in  favour  of  the  ascend¬ 
ency 

“  Of  Presbyter  or  Independent,” 
that  it  bears,  in  my  humble  estimation,  direct 
and  cunclusiee  evidence  against  them. — I  repeat 
it :  this  is  the  fairest  opportunity  imaginable  for 
setting  forth  the  power  and  jurisdiction  of  the 
Presbytery.  Paul  and  his  "  fellow  soldiers” 
had  returned  to  Jerusalem  from  a  long  course  of 
labours  among  the  Gentiles,  and  were  desirous 
of  reporting  themselves  to  the  Church.  As  cer¬ 
tain  on  another  occasion  "  came  from  James;" 
so  now  "  Paul  went  in  with  us  unto  James." 
The  Elders  {presbuterui)  being  present,  is  evi¬ 
dently  s[)oken  of  rather  as  secondary  and  eir- 
cumsiantial,  than  as  primary  and  essential  ; 
which  entirely  relieves  us  from  the  necessity  of 
regarding  them  as  an  independent  presbytery 
met  in  session.
